Late King of Roumanla Told of For¬ 
eign Power Which Would Attack 
Country 

In view of tbo Cera an statement 
that Belgium made secret arrange¬ 
ment* with France and England -

"et Volk.” tbe Dutch labor - Journal, 
publishes a speech which M. de Broc- 
queville, the Belgian premier, made at 
a secret sitting of parliament, whou 
the Belgian army bill was submitted 

According to tho version of a Soc¬ 
ialist member of parliament, to .tha 
publication of which M. do Brocque- 
vllle is said to have consented, tne 
premier told parliament that tha army 
bill .was due to the German army bill 
of 1912, and Germany's desire to have 
800.000 more men In the first line than 
France has. 

••During last summer." eatd the pre¬ 
mier ,‘we learned that the purpose of 
the increase was to enable Oerman 
armies to break through Belgium. We 
wore told of thh by several powers, 
and our uneasiness was Increased by 
several plana of which we were In¬ 
formed." 

Tbe premier then erad several re¬ 
ports regarding tha railway around 
Elaenborn, and tbe possibility of Ger¬ 
many transporting 60.000 men In leaa 
than 24 hours and invading Belgium 
after a three hour march. "Therefore,** 
observed M. de Broequevtle, *we must 
beware of Germany." 

As to France, she bad strengthened 
her fortresses and Increased her 
forces. M. de Broequevtle said he 
feared no conflict with France, but 
they muat be prepared to meet both 
sides. Tbe premier said they bad been 
warned of the danger of a foreign 
power setting foot in Belgium, and 
that she should ba prepared for self- 
defence. The late King of Roumanla 
was one who tendered this advice.

Witb a 
laugh at the superstitions of the un¬ 
educated coolies who bad placed the 
Incense there, he kicked the Josa 
•ticks over and trampled on them. He 
then rejoined his oompanlon and they 
went for a walk round the esplanade. 
As they walked along hla friend rem¬ 
onstrated with him for bis action, 
pointing out that, i :ter all. though he 
did not believe In It himself, there 
"might be something In It,** and, for 
hi* pert, he preferred to leave such 
things severely alone, as ha had heard 
of casea where accidents had happen¬ 
ed to person* who Interfered with such 
trees. 

Lee Khla Guan ridiculed 4 the Idea 
of aucb a thing and pointed out that no 
European or educated perajua believ¬ 
ed in "haunted" trees, but only tbe 
ignorant coollea Throe days later, 
while Lee Khla Guan waa on hla way 
to town In bis motor car. Just as 4 e 
passed undcf this treo a huge branch 
fell right nrroas the car, killing him 
oa the spot, and smashing all the 
front part of the car. When examined 
the branch showed no traco of the 
ravages of white anta, and there seem¬ 
ed to be no reason for Its having 
broken, as there waa no wind that 
morning.

A .Curious Ferryboat 


Edmonton Tern* toJnduetry to Keep 
Men E mployed Ir rime of War 

How to prrvldo for the army of tho 
unemployed thrown out of work be¬ 
cause or the baslnea* depression re¬ 
sulting from the European war. says 
the Popular Mechanics Magaslne, la 
naturally a much more serious pro¬ 
blem in the British colonies than any¬ 
where else outside of the continent of 
tSurope. The city (f Edmonton. Alta., 
ana found at least a partial solution, 
and one that puts no added burdeu 
either uu the taxpayer or the charit¬ 
able. 

The bars of tbe Saskatchewan river 
which ruua through the city, contain 
much gold dust of the very fine var¬ 
iety. With the out break of the 
European war and tho necessity ’.o 
provide as much available work for 
arn whom war conditions wight 
throw out of employment, the city 
• ouncll turned to tho gold mining in¬ 
dustry, which offered returns wtihln 
a hundred yards of tbe city's main 
treeta. A number of experienced 
mining men who l.ad settled In the 
city after the Klondike rush of ‘98 
•fforrd to uc*. for a while as lnatruc- 
ors to the uninitiated, and some two 
tuudred men soon went to work. Tbe 
average clean u.i per man for the 
months of August . nd Sijtember was 
about 1160 to f3 a day.

By means of a small paddle In hla 
right band and the movement to ami 
fro of hla legs In tbe water tbe own¬ 
er takes hla passengers serosa. Tbe 
journey takes from three to five min¬ 
utes and the tnc.d^ai sum of a pica lose 
farthing) la charged. It is only by re¬ 
peated crossings In a day that a man 
can earn much, but so many natives 
uae this means of going to and from 
their villages that the trade la not un- 
remunerative. 

Few things are more comical than 
these mussacks, whether moving In 
midstream or being carried back to 
the village at night on tho owner’s 
back. They are, of course, very light, 
and are about two and a half yards 
long. They seem to be safe, except In 
monsoon weather, when heavy rain 
haa caused a rapid current, but. at 
snch a time two muaaacka are often 
linked together, so that, being heav¬ 
ier, they can avoid tho rocks.

considerable quantities of the so-called 
black edge mother-of-pearl shell much 
used in commerce. 

These mussel bads are worked an¬ 
nually, under French government reg¬ 
ulation. during the diving season, 
which lasti from August to November, 
inclusive. 

An Island's .water* are exploited one 
season then - closed for three succes¬ 
sive years, thns giving tbe beds a 
chance to become restocked, and In¬ 
suring against a depletion of the shell 
and paprl deposits. 

Waters opened by law are an¬ 
nounced officially at the commence¬ 
ment of each diving season, and no 
others can be operated in. Diving .a 
prohibited waters may Teault in a 
heavy Ana and tne seizure of all pro¬ 
perty employed In tbe venture, dome- 
times part of an Island's waters are 
open and the remainder closed, aa la 
tha case this year of Kaukura Island. 
Although the largest producer of 
pearls, most of-its waters are inter¬ 
dicted. 

Native Polynesians comprise practi¬ 
cally all the 3,600 or more local pearl 
diver*. None but French citlxen* may 
engage In tma business in French 
Oceania. The use of any diving ma¬ 
chines or other apparatus Is strictly 
forbidden, the accoutrement of tbe 
diver being a pair of large goggle*, a 
loin cloth and a rope and weight. The 
goggle* protect the eyez from salt 
water and enable the diver to see 
dearly. 

In tbe early morning launches tow 
long strings of outrigger canoe*, some¬ 
times twenty or twenty-five, out to the 
diving grounds. Entire families travel 
to tbe scene of operation^ as well aa 
their dogs and other pets, along, and 
pass the day in their canoea. 

The diver uaea manlla rope, one end 
of which la fastened securely to -the 
anchored canoe, while to the other la 
attached n weight of twenty-two to 
twenty-six pounds. When ready to de¬ 
scend he takea two or three long 
breath* to expand hla lung*, fills hla 
lungs with air, takes hold or the 
weighted rope. Jumps In and la car¬ 
ried to the bottom. There ha lots go 
of the rope end collects tbe shell, 
which Is placed in a woven basket 
made from fish net. This basket 
holds atxty-slx to seventy-seven 
pounds of shell and ukes several 
dives to fill as (he diver can remain 
under water only one to three minutes 
at a time. When the basket la filled 
it la drawn Into the canoe and the 
shells are opened. 

Native divert descend to consider¬ 
able depths, more than 130 feat being 
frequently attained, but shell is not 
Infrequently picked from rocks In 
wnter not more than four to six feet 
la depth, although the amount thns 
obtained Is comparatively small.

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AMERICAN VERDICT ON THE WAR 
A CONDEMNATION OF GERMANY 

A SPIRITED REPLY TO THE GERMAN PROFESSORS 


Their Sophistry ‘Endeavored to Win the Sympathy of the 
American People, and Place the Blame lor the War 
on Great Britain and Her Allies 


Nicety-three o! lue most prominent 
Men of u-naany. distinguished la 
various branch** of science, art. edu¬ 
cation a ad literature, have recently 
nlrculaVd broadcast throughout 
America a letter eotlllec “An Appeal 
to lha Civilised World,” in which they 
stump t to cnanga public opinion In 
the United Atntes on tbo subject ot 
the war. Mr. Cburch. president of 
the Carnegie Inst'tnte. at Pittsburgh, 
and author of “Tho *IJfe of Oliver 
Cromwell.” has made reply to the 
German appeal, which is addressed to 
Dr. Frits Sc ha per, of Berlin. He says: 

“It gives me a feeling of pity *.o 
note the importunity with which the 
people of Germany are seeking the 

r »d opinion of America in this atrlfe. 

la greatly to the ' credit that they 
wish to stand right la the judgment 
of this nation. Hut Germany need 
hare no fear that American public 
•pinion will be perverted by the lies 
and calumnies of her enemies. We 
are all going deeper than the surf*'« 
In car search for the truth. Your 
letterspeaks of Germany at being in 
a rtruggle which has been forced up¬ 
on her. That la the whole question: 
nil others are subsidiary I.' this 
struggle was forced upon Germany, 
then. Indeed, she stands In t posit leu 
•f mighty dignity and honor, and the 
whole world should acclaim her and 
succour her. ‘o the otter confusion and 
punishment of the foes who have at¬ 
tacked her. But If this outrageous 
war was not forced upon her, would 
It not follow in the course of reason 
that her position Is without dignity 
and honor and that It Is her foes who 
:hou!d be acclaimed and supported to 
the extreme limit of human sympathy? 

“I believe, dear Dr. Shaper, that 
the judgment on this paramount ques¬ 
tion has been forjneJ. That'' Judg¬ 
ment is not based upon the lies and 
calumnies of tho enemies of Ger- 
ninny, nor upon the careless publica¬ 
tions contain!d in the newspapers, but 
upon a profound study of the official 
correspondence In the case What 
do the official documents prove? 

After reviewing the evidence Mr. 
Church c-includes: * 

“Who began It? Waa It Ragland? 
Scarcely ao. for England. In so far ns , 
her army la Toncerned. bad yielded to*j 
the popular Idea of arbitration; she 
was not ready for war and will not 
be ready for another six months. 
Waa It France? Waa It Huaala? Not 
one of the 93 distinguished men who 
have sent me this Utter, if they will 
read the evidenc. will say so. It waa 
Austria, who. by her unreasonable and 
inexorable attack on Hervia, began 
the war. couponed at every step by 
Germany, who. in her turn, gave no¬ 
tice to the Powers of Rurope that any 
Interference with Austria would be 
resented by Germany to the full limit 
of war." 

Mr. Church proceeds 
*The next point In your letter reads 
thus: 'It is not true that we trespass¬ 
ed In neutral Belgium.' Have these 
93 men studied well the letter they 
hare signed? Conld intellects *o 
superbly trained deliberately certify 
to such an unwarranted declaration? 
Has any one of my 93 honored cor¬ 
respondents read the appeal to the 
American people by Imperial Chan¬ 
cellor von BethmaL-Hollarcg. publish¬ 
ed IB the American newspapers on 
August 15? I fear nor. ror in that 
statement the chancellors afd: “We 
were compelled to override the Just 
protests of the Luxemburg end Bel¬ 
gian governments. The wrong— i 
speak frankly—that we are committing 
we will endeavor to make good as 
soon ns our military goal baa been 
reached.' 

“What will the good conscience of 
the Oerman people say w hen. In spite 
of Its passion In the rage of war. ,t 
grasps the awful significance of the 
confession of its Imperial chancellor? 
‘The. wrong that we are committing ' 
The wreck and ruin of a country that 
has done you no Injury, the slaughter 
of her eons, the expulsion of her king 
and government, the blackmail of her 
substance, the destruction of her 
cities, with their happy homes, their 


beautiful tnonumen’a of historic times, 

] atul the priceless works of human gen¬ 
ius'. The wrong that we *ro commit¬ 
ting.' Worst of all. when tbs deeper- 
! ate and maddened populace, aeelng 
| their sons slain and their homos in 
, flames, fired from their windows la 
‘ the last instinct of nstnre, your troops, 
j with barbaric ferocity, put them to the 
; sword without distinction of age or 
sex? The wrong! Oh, Doctor Bchap- 
| rr, if these conditions should ever be 
"reversed and these foreign soldiers 
! should march through the streets of 
Berlin, would not you. would not all 
| of my 91 rorrespoi.dents, if they saw 
| their homes battered in ruins afid 
j tbelr sons dead In the streets, would 
• they. too. not lire from their windows 
upon the merciless Invaders? 1 am 
sure 1 would do so! 

•*Tour reference to German militar¬ 
ism brings up in my mind the convic¬ 
tion that this war began potentially 
| 36 yearn ago when Emperor William 
| II. ascended the throne, declared him 
self Supreme War Lord and proceeded 
to prepare his nation for war. His 
| own children were raised from their 
i babyhood to consider themselves sol¬ 
diers and to look forward to a des¬ 
tiny of slaughter, and here in Amer¬ 
ica we know even his daughter only 
by iter photograph in a colonel s uni¬ 
form. And *o with his own children, 
so all the youth of his empire were 
brought up. 

“Going far away from your great 
philosopher. Kant who in his Cate 
goriest Imperative has taught us . II 
a new golden rule, the national spirit 
of Germany has been fed on the sen¬ 
sual materialism of NteUsche, on the 
undisguised bloodt hirst of General 
Bernhardt, on the wicked war dreams 
of TrieUchke, and on the weak mor¬ 
ality of von Buelow; nod we behold 
in every scrap of evidence that we 
can gather from yonr Emperor, hta 
children, his soldiers, his statesmen 
and his profeasors that Germany held 
herself a nation apart from the rent 
of the world and superior to it and. 
predestined to maintain that superior¬ 
ity by war. in contrast to this nar¬ 
row* and destructive splrlL of nation¬ 
alism we in America have learned the 
value of humanity above the race no 
that we cherish all manklud in the 
bosom of our country. Therefore we 
can do nothing but eaecrate the con¬ 
duct of your emperor who has driven 
bis troops to slaughter their brethren 
and be slaughtered by them In ills 
bloody and unspeakable conflict. 

“And. ao. at last, my dear Dr. Scba 
per, we find ourselves shocked, asham 
•d. and outraged that a Christian, 
nation should be guilty of this crlml 
nal war. “There wan no justification 
for fL Armed and defended as you 
were, the whole world could never 
have broken into your border* And 
while German culture still has some¬ 
thing to gain from her neighbors, yet 
the intellectual progress which Ger¬ 
many was making seemed to be lift¬ 
ing up her own people to better 
things for themselves and to an t.l- 
truistic service to mankind. Your 
| great nation floated ita ships in every 
ocean, sold Us wares In the uttermost 
parts of the earth, and enjoyed the 
good favor of humanity, because It 
was trusted as a humane state. Hut 
now all this achievement baa vanish¬ 
ed. all this good opinion, has been des¬ 
troyed You cannot in half a cen- 
utry regain the spiritual and material 
benefit* which you have lost. Oh, 
that we might have again * Germany 
that we conld respect, a Germany of 
iron peace, of true progress, of true 
culture, modest aud not boastful, for 
ever rid of her war lords and her 
armed boat* and turning onco more 
to the uplifting Influence of auch lea¬ 
den as Luther. Goethe, Beethoven, 
and Kant! But Germany, whether 
you win or lose in this war. has fallen, 
and the once glorious nation must 
continue to pursue ita course i • dark¬ 
ness and murdor until conscience at 
last bids It withdraw Its armies back 
to Ita own boundaries there to hope 
for the world's pardon upon this in¬ 
expiable damnation}—I on don Times.

The End of a North 

Polar Expedition 

Surviving Members of a Russian Ex¬ 
pedition Have Just Returned 
From Froasn North 
A press dispatch has reported the 
arrival at Archangel of the aurvivtug 
members of the expedition which left 
Kuasls In the autumn of 1913, under 
Captain Sedcrv, in the hope of reach¬ 
ing the North Pole by way of Frans 
Josef Land. The survivors report the 
death of their leader from lllncsa, 
while attempting to sledge north from 
Frans Joaef 'Land. This expedition 
waa financed chiefly by the well 
known 8t. Petersburg newspaper, the 
“Novoya Vremja," and waa generally 
believed to be badly equipped when 
It started north. The undertaking wa s 
not favored by tbo Russian govern¬ 
ment. Sedov’s previous Arctic exper¬ 
ience had included an expedition to 
• the mouth of the Kolyma In 190 ', and 
«*iuf lo Nora Zctnbb tn mo, but fhe 
] Impression prevailed when be left 
Ruaala on his final Journey that neith¬ 
er he nor his men tad sufficient skill, 
training or equipment to give hope of 
valuable results from their expedition 
The winter of 191213 waa spent at the 
PankraUev Islands, off the northwest 
coaat of Nora Zembla. The followtng 
summer, elgtt of the twenty-two raen- 
! hers of the expedition were obliged to 
return to Russia on account of Illness. 
The others were supposed to have 
aalled for Frans Josef Land, but a: 
no further tiding* were received of 
them the Russian authoritle. recently 
seat an expedition In search of them 
oa the steamer “Hcrtha."

“Then, when French blood shall 
cease to be tbed." continues Mme de 
Thebes, "may France remain faithful 
—even If the results which abe ob¬ 
tains la the war are not those she 
hoped for—tg her marvellous predcs 
tinstion. to her Instincts. She will !w 
the pacific queen of the world I,et 
her be on guard, for fate awaits her 
at the moment of the negotiation* If 
she listens to her conscience she will 
reap all the fruits of her victory. 

"Paris will come out of the war 
greatened and lessened—great coed n 
attraction for foreigners and lessened 
In influnce In h*{ own country. This* 
city will lead % crusade to extend the 
race. Women will be less frivolous 
and will pay more attention to their 
bon* 

“The year will a ee the liberation cf 
oppressed peoples and European equil¬ 
ibrium. 

“Italy will enter the war. Modernism 
will decline at the Vatican. 

"Oerma. y. after the war, will have 
a revolution sin.Bar to that In France 
in 1793. Thera will be a fierce upris¬ 
ing against the Junkers and military 
aristocracy, and there will be mass 
acres and scaffolds. Germiny will then 
reorganize stronger than ever and af¬ 
terward again lake up the attack 
afresh. 

“There will be no more Hohcnsol- 
lern* The Crown Prince Frederick 
will never reign. 

"The complete leatructton of Bel¬ 
gium has not totally disappeared from 
my view. 

"England will escape the gravest in¬ 
ternal perils through tbe war. Russia 
wlU prosper and Holland will be born 
again.

The 
bad fortunes of the war called Into 
being a new statistical department, 
and a commission of food economists 
was appointed. That commission is 
now telling the German people tbe 
way to live sparingly in war time, 
and how every little sacrifice at meal 
times will strengthen the nation's re 
alliance to the growing abort Age of 
the food supplies. “Save as much of 
the white bread as possible, and try 
to substitute black bread or bread 
mode of mixed white afid rye flour," 
is one of tbe recommendations. 

The commission appeals to the peo¬ 
ple, when they prepare the dally meuu 
or alt in restaurants, always to bear 
In mind tbe enemy a wicked plan it 
forcing Germany to lay down her arms 
by starvation. ‘ Remember," It says, 
"you are helping the enemy when . 
you do not choose the right foodatuTs ' 
and consume them frugally." 

The German housewife la asked to 
be careful when she makes soup not 
to make it of rice, lentils, peas or 
white beaus, as these supplies are 
largely Imported from hostile coun¬ 
tries over sea* but to substitute if 
possible potatoes, barley and certain 
kinds of roots, including turnips She 
Is to find substitutes also for fats and 
oils used at meAl times, to encourage 
the eating of beef, pork and home 
grown fruit, andAo buy aa little calves 
meat aa possible. There is a special 
appeal for economy In the grocery 
department in regard to tinned meats 
and fish, pepper and salt. The house 
wife Is advised to throw nothing away 
and to ask her husband to drink less 
beer. 

The commission reminds (be nation 
that it hught not to live In.two separ¬ 
ate par s—one pan throwing Its whole 
life into a terrible conflict with an 
“unscrupulous enemy;" the other tak¬ 
ing life easy at home and surrendertuf 
none of (is traditional comforts ind 
enjoyment* 

"We sre nor living in the days A 
need but in the days of careful econ 
omy. You need not be nfraid that 
our stocks cf food are disappearing 
»r will disappear within a short lime. 
The quantity of foodstuffs at our dis¬ 
posal i* on the whole, so big that it 
»IB la*t a long Uma." , 


Lost to Canada 


Alberta Yislfij up Carload of Fossil* to 
American Museum 

With a carload of fossils that break 
tho world's record* for perfection In 
all their parts, Baraurn Brown arrived 
at the American Museum In New York, 
after a season’s strenuous digging in 
t*»e Red R ver canyon of Alberts. 

Prof. Henry F. Osborne of the mu¬ 
seum was astonished wheu he learned 
that in the cargo were olgnt perfect 1 
skeleton* of carnivorous a nd herblv-' 
orous dinosaurs of gigantic aiae. a* .1 
has heretofore been almost impos¬ 
sible to get more than parts of the 
bones of a’specie*. Much of the mat¬ 
erial Is new to science 

"The fossils were found in tbs Belly 
River formation, and are estimated to 
have lived 3,000.000 years ago ThU 
formation ia much earlier than the' 
lance cretaceous.’ at which time the 
entire group of dlnossaurs became ex¬ 
tinct. One skeleton is the first one 
found in the genus Ornlthomius. 
•bout eight feel long and about five 
feet high. 

“We got a compute skeleton of the 
carnivorous dinosaur named Dcinoder 
Horridua. He waa about twsnty-flve 
feet long and fifteen feet high An¬ 
other complete skeleton la of the 
herbivorous dinosaur. Corythanaurus 
c*suarlus. about thirty-five feet long 
and fifteen feet high. 

“TLe complete Ankylosaurus Mag 
nlvrntris waa r big, plated fellow, 
the most remarkable In structure ot 
all cf the groups of the dinosaurs. He 
was the living dreadnought of cretace¬ 
ous times. He was approximately six 
feet high at the shoulders and eighteen 
fees long. The entire body was plat¬ 
ed. ths back with huge plates, and 
the belly with smaller plates close- 
fitting, similar to ancient armor.”

French Frontier 
Been Ravaged 


Fields and Orchards Devastated and 
Families Ruined in Process of 
War 

A picture of the condition! in 
Fiance In a section where much light- 
log has been going on. and an Idea ot) 
wnat tbo people of such sections hsvA | 
to face, is gained from a letter telling 
of the experlencs of a French family 
of the name of Dekille, In the town if 
Arracourt. in the department of 
Meur«be and Motselle, on the frontier. 
A lltrral translation of parts of a let¬ 
ter of Mr*. Deiallc to former friend* 
In Nsw York follows; 

“After more than two months of suf¬ 
fering I have jnat left Arracourt, 
where, since six weeks, there has been 
no more bread. I have been on a con¬ 
tinual exodus, for there was no more 
room. also, at Lunevtlle or Nancy for 
m P with my family. 

"So I had to come to Paris, whith¬ 
er tbe Journey took twenty-two hours, 
instead of five hours. Happily, though 
uur 76 years of age. 1 am very 
strong. 

"One cannot picture this war. which 
tl more or u massacre. They are 
savages come back from primitive 
times; and yet did these do as mucj 
harm *s the present? After having pil¬ 
laged everywhere and robbed every¬ 
thing. they kill, without cause, peace¬ 
ful Inhabitants, set lire to the houses, 
and cost their victims, only half dead, 
therein. 

“In tho morning wo aro Germans; at 
night, French for wc cannot withstand 
the attacks from ;he woo Jr, to th - left 
and right of us. W# must wait for 
the advance of the northern army—a 
question of strategy. 

“No one can imagine l*iis war. One 
must* be there. And Hie north if 
France must be suffering still more, i 

“All the farm*, and villages arouud' 
us are burned. There are here already 
four houses gone, and people leave, 
taking nothing, having neither horses 
nor waggons, til confiscate! by the 
enemy; tools stolen, fruit anil shade- 
trees on our beautiful grounds and 
roads, all gone. 

“There has hern no harvest. Judge 
then. In what misery the frontier will 
find Itself. Next year will be worse, 
os we sre unable to sow. 

"Our family-has been badly stricken 
—three hostages, three wounded, one 
prisoner, and francs, 60.000 In losao* 
which in the country Is a big Item. And 
to begin life again, at sixty years of 
age, to build up .ho house when there 
Is nothing left. Is too much for my 
brjther-ln-law and his fr.mi y. 

"The houses, on account of bombard- 
met-t. are half demolished. I live loft 
mine In the hands of n neighbor, In 
whom 1 hare every confidence. But, 
If It burns, nothing, absolutely noth¬ 
ing left.”—New^JYork Evening PosL

Parisian Boy 
Saves Soldiers 

He Hurries Them to Girrct, Skirm 
ishes for Food and Managss to 
Hide Them For Days 

llow a school boy of Paris, sixlsc: 
years old. who was apendtn: hi* v*ca 
tlon with his aunt at Roye. saved ten 
Rngilahmou, escaped prisoners, and 
hid them for days in a garret while 
the Germans were In possession of the 
town, is told In a letter published in 
the Figaro, written by a French sold 
ler. 

According to th* letter. Q ine English 
eoldlers, with an uulcer. who had *uc 
• ceded in escaping from the Germans, 
arrived at Roy* tt* day before tbe 
Oermnu* occupied the place, and, tired 
out. man .1 aed to drag themselves to 
the house where the boy and his aunt 
were stopping. They were received 
with open arm* but had hardly install 
ed lh?moelvt s before the German ad 
vance guard came pouring Into the 
town. Tbe boy hurried the English 
men into the garret There they hud 
died while a German officer was 
knocking at the door. The officer, well 
Informed through spies of the re 
sources of the town. Insisted ou quar 
terlng tn a disused chapel n the pro 
perty twenty men. 

In the house at the time besides the 
boy und his aunt were women refugee* 
who took shelter t ere The party In 
all numbered sixteen. The lad tried 
to make himself as useful as possible 
to the Germans, in order to keep in 
their good graces, and succeeded in 
gaining their confidence. The great 
trouble was food. The German had 
placed the entire place on rations. 300 
vising of bread a person a day. With 
s.xteen rations of bread they were 
forced to sustain twenty-alx. However, 
t 10 boy managed to forage about and 
obtain at least sufficient fooi to satis¬ 
fy the cravings of hunger. 

Alter five daya of incarceration up 
in the garret the British soldiers, do 
prlvc-d of air and light, became dez 
perate. Under the surveillance exist 
ing for the Englishmen to come out It 
meant death for them and for the 
family. So the boy obtained women's 
dresses and each day managed to take 
two of the Englishmen out In the 
garden for a breath of air. “What 
luck." he said, "that I had no mous¬ 
tache. and that the English are ac 
customed to shaving!" The Oerman 
soldiers paid no attention to the sup 
posed women. 

But the Englishmen became more 
and more restless. «« one morning at 
two o'clock they slipped ou* under tbe 
guidance of the boy Gliding along the 
street*, wriggling through ditches, 
hiding under cover of wall* they ar 
rived almost at the gates of the town 
when a sentinel discovered them and 
fired hi* piece. At once the alarm 
was sounded, and the party scattered, 
to find themselves, through *ome good 
fortune, hack at the house again two 
house later.

Kg)pt might 
be recovered, for the erupt.*.} of Indii 
and other Moslem countries were re¬ 
presenting as groaning under Christ¬ 
ian rule and might be kindled into a 
flame of Infinite posalbllit. for tbe 
Caliphate of Constantinople. 

"Turkey would emerge from war 
the one great power of the east, even 
aa Germany would be the onff great 
power of the west.

81avlsm and by the conviction of the 
superiority of Germr.n arms, was 
from the first * «trong partisan of 
the German rlllsnc?. 

At what Moment, Talsat Rey. ths 
moat powerful civilian in tho cgfctg t 
and most conspicuous of the com¬ 
mittee leader*, finally threw Id nls 
lot with the war party, cannot be 
ascertained precisely."* 

Sir Louis proceeds to recount the 
steps which the war party, with Ger¬ 
man help and unchecked by the cab¬ 
inet. took to complete plans for mili¬ 
tary operations until the runture was 
nnally precipitated by the incursion 
of the Bedouins In to the Sinai Ten- 
Insula and tan bombardment of Rus¬ 
sian po r ta In ths Black Sea. 

“The war party sealed their reao- 
lution to go forward," he concludes, 
“by publishing a communique, in 
which it wo* stated that the first 
acts of hostility in the Black 8ea had! 
come from the Russian aide. 1 

Untrue and grotesque as it was 
this Invention succeeded in deceiving 
many of the public. It la not possible 
to establish by proof which of the min¬ 
isters had pre-knowledge of the Ger¬ 
man admiral s coupe, but It may be re¬

PUBLIC HEALTft 8ERVICE. 


Public health work in the best or¬ 
ganized communities is now fully 
recognized as the highest goal of the 
community. For years, and even yet 
in mtny places, the Public Health 
Department of a community ia con¬ 
sidered as serving to notify the com¬ 
munity of the presence of disease. 
There is an indefinite understanding 
that they should in some way advise 
as to the measures to be waged against 
disease However, this work is only 
in its beginning The full role is as 
ulous holders of diplomas to gain 
enormous advantage by using the pub- 
yet far from being developed. The 
United States ia unique in the organ¬ 
ization of the campaign against false 
medical practice. European countries 
pay more attention to active sanitary 
measures in the community tn regard 
to the food and water supply, as ia 
shown by the comparative freedom 
from typhoid fever. The activity in 
the United States of America and 
Canada ia more evident chiefly be¬ 
cause their task is proportionately 
greater, and new fields have to be 
conquered as new communities are 
b«ing established. Of the many 
spheres of activity, one ia impressed 
by tftfc appreciation of the public to 
the revelation of the truth ot medical 
practice. The secrecy of medical prac¬ 
tice in the past has made possible the 
development of quackery in unscrup¬ 
ulous practitioners. The natural re¬ 
pugnance on the part of medical prac¬ 
titioners to appear as commercial 
advertisers has allowed the unsenrp- 
Ucity of the press in many forms for 
the extension of their names and 
“specialties.’'

How Parisians Saved Venus Prom the 
Oormano 

Truo to their reputation as lovers 
of the artistic, when, during the war 
of 1170, tbe German army drew near 
tho French capital, one of tho flrat 
measures ihc Parisians took was to 
place the art treasure* oL tho Louvre 
In sAfety. Tbe paintings of Raphael, 
Titian, Paolo, Veronese. Rembrandt 
and Rubens were carefully packed 
and shipped to Brest. There they 
could. If nveesaary. b«- pot on ship¬ 
board and taken from tbe country. 

It waa not ao easy to save the 
plec'a of marble statuary for their 
weight and fragility made them dlf 
flcult to handle but tho French de¬ 
termined that the famous Venus of 
Milo, at least should not fall Into 
the hands of the Prussians. 

So they took her down from her 
pedestal, and laid her In a casket* 
carefully padded sod wrapped. At 
ntfht tbs casket >aa taken out 
through a secret door, and hid secret¬ 
ly in the cellar of tha police prefec¬ 
ture. at the end of a certain secret 
passageway. 

They walled In the casket, and 
cleverly gave the wall an appearance 
of great age and dilapidation. In 
front of this wall they laid a num 
her of valuable public documents, so 
that If they should happed to be 
found, their Importance would lead 
the discoverers to think there was 
nothing elae hidden there. In front 
of the papers they built another wall. 
Here tbe Venus of Milo remained 
much to the distress of those pa;r|p 
tlc Parisians who did uot know 
where ahe was. and suppesed that 
ahe had been stolen, through the 
siege of the city by tbe Germans 
and through tbe disorders of the 
Commune. 

One day the prefecture caught 
Are. and was pretty completely de¬ 
stroyed. The distress of tboee who 
knew that the Venus was concehled 
there can be imagined. As aoon as 
the fire was extinguished, they bast 
ened to the alnking rulim*. and after 
some digging found the*taeket. bur : 
ied In heaps of dirt and atones, but 
uninjured. 

It la understood that the Venus lias 
gone into hiding again this year, not 
to reappear until peace is restored 
and Paris la free from danger of the 
lavader. 

Seal Anglo-Japaneee Bond 

Japan Has Right to ba Given Place 
With tha Great Powers 

The German pries la endeavoring 
to sow discord between Britain and 
Japan by depleting Japan aa a treach¬ 
erous goaler who la holding Britain's 
eastern possessions during the war, 
and thus securing tbe keys to India, 
which will never be relinquished. 

London comment.*, on the exchange 
of messages between the Ut. Hon. 
Winston C-hurchtll and the Japanese 
minister of marine reveal the futility 
of these attempts to undermine tbe 
Anglo-Japan.se alliance. 

The Times pays the highest tribute 
to the sagacity and loyrlty nt Japan's 
war attltode, and cordially echoes 
the declarations cf the Toklo pre^s 
lhat war not only seals the A Ilians e 
with Britain, but begins a new era 
in the relations of Snst with West. 

Although geographically an Asia 
tic Power, by aidiug with nations who 
are upholding the principles and 
traditions of European civilisation. 
Japan ia proving her fitness and 
right to take rank with the great 
World Powers.

"Tha Japanese have proved them- 
selves friends and allies of whom any 
nation may be proud. Her fighting 
forces have ahown themselves In war 
to Le ma humane aa they arc formid¬ 
able.

The Island of Cyprus 

Tha Moat Valuablt and Important n 
the Levant 

Tha Island of Cypraa, which baa 
been annexed by Orest Britain, fol¬ 
lowing a declaration of war. on Tur¬ 
key, la the most valhabls and Im¬ 
portant In the Levant It had an area 
of. 3.864 square miles and la situated 
In tha Mediterranean sea near the 
mouth of the gulf of Iakaaderuo, 
sixty miles west of Latakla, la Syria, 
with which It Is conaected by cable. 

It baa nominally been * part of the 
Turkinh empire, though for some 
years virtually a British possession, 
governed by a British/high commis¬ 
sioner. Its mines yfcld asbestos, 
gypsum, red Jasper, copper, gold and 
silver. The popper mines once were 
among thp most* valuable in tha 
world, and from tha uame of tha 
land the metal received lta name 
krproe, changed through the Latin 
and Saxon into copper. 

Tha mountains are covered wttn 
valuable timber, cbleriy conifers. 
Silk, wine and tobacco are among 
(he Important products of the island 
and tropical frulta ara grown In 
abundance. Salt also la obtained on 
the Island The principal cities are 
Nicosia, tbe capital, aad Larnaca. 

Cyprus originally was peopbd by 
the Phoenicians, and afterward waa 
colonised by tbe Greeks who dedi¬ 
cated it to Venus, establishing tbe 
moat celebrated temple to this god- 
dean at Pa plica Successively tbe 
island belonged to the Assyrians, the 
Persians, the Egyptians, tha Ro¬ 
mans and the Byzantines and waa 
ona of thq f.rat places, out of Pales¬ 
tine. to receive the rospel. 

During tbe crusades Richard I. of 
England took it from the Moham¬ 
medan* and gave it to tbe princes qf 
the Luslgnan family. A fie.* It had 
belonged te Venice for a century it 
waa conquered by tbe Turks in 1671. 

In 1878 it waa conveyed by treaty | 
to Great Brllaln. tbe sultan retain¬ 
ing the sovereignty of tha bland and 1 
accepting an annual payment of 
money In lieu of Its revenues, lta 
population la about 300,000, ef which i 
number about 70.000 are Mo ham me-1 
dans, the others belonging to the 
Greek church.

New Device Used by French 

Grappling Iron Thrown by a Rocket 
For Cloaring Barbod Wire 

Entanglement* 

The Daily News publishes the fol¬ 
lowing from a correspondent In Paris: 
"1 was talking with a group of sold¬ 
iers from the front, and In tho court* 
of their stories of life In the trenches 
one of them told me of an Ingenious 
device they have for tearing dewn tbe 
German barbed wire entanglements. 
Thera are hundreds of railea of theae 
barriers lu front of the German 
trenches In France and Belgium. They 
bring the most Impetuous bayonet 
charge to a standstill until a way la 
cut through them. Now. I am told, 
the French are experimenting with in 
appliance similar to a rocket appar¬ 
atus. which throws a grappling iron 
attacned to a rope over entang e- 
menla, which arc then dragged down 
and hauled Into our trenches. 

"By posting a few good marksmen 
under cover to command the apot 
I where It la Intended to hurl the grap- 
pler the French secure a number of 
victims, besides destroying the bar¬ 
riers. Instinctively several Germans 
will dash out of their trenches to try 
tj secure the grapplcr before It la 
hauled taut and catches in the wires, 
and these are almost Invariably ahot 
down."

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The Nature of Clays 

Probably one of the greatest natural 
resources of tbe west :■ the supply 
of clav aad shale, auitableTor ordinary 
manufacturing purposes. Investiga¬ 
tions now going on indirato that clays 
win be found adopted to the manufac¬ 
ture of more valuable kinds of cera¬ 
mic goods aa well, luch as porcelain 
and china. 

Briefly tha character of tho ciayo 
and shales employed for different pur¬ 
poses are aa follows: —- 

Kaolins are whit j burning claya 
composed mainly of silicas, alumina 
and water, with a low pircentage of 
Fluxes. 

Fire Clays are always capable al < 
withstanding a high degree of heaL 
No clay should be called a Are clay 
ucleaa the fusing temperature la high¬ 
er than 8,000 degrees Fahrenheit So 
far very littfc fire clay has been found 
In Western Canada. Any clay under 
lying a coal bed Is often called fire 
clay, but this la decidedly a misuse f 
tho come. 

Brick clays—‘The main requirement 
Is an easily moulds* clay and on burn¬ 
ing hard at r. low temperature and 
having small loss from cracking and 
warping. Common red burning brick 
are made from low grade clay or 
shale. Pressed brick require a higher 
grade of material. Paving brick should 
ba plastic? and "have good strength 
and a wide range of temperature be¬ 
tween vitrification and fusion, fire¬ 
proofing c'aya ahouli also oo plastic 
and burn to a hard but not vltrlfl.d 
tody at r. low temperature. 

Sewer pipes are vitrified and hence 
the claya must ba h . • In fluxes. They 
should also have a wide range of tem¬ 
perature between vitrification a«ul fus¬ 
ion on a proper glaze. Good sewer pipe 
claya ara rare In Alberta. 

Terra Cotta clays are of many kinds 
but generally a semi fire clay. Thay . 
are usually buff burning. 

Stom-ware claya are also generally i 
at ml refractory and must burn to a 
dense body. 

Cement shales or claya must be >f 
aucb composition as to give a proper 
burning mix with limestone or marl. 
They should be free from grit

.Russian Woman 

Cossack Girl Rode Fifty Miles For 
Soldier's Smokes 

Hi markable stories of tb# bravery 
of women who have ji one to the front 
are coming to hand. 

Russia has alwaya been famous for 
the part played b, her women In 
wars, and the present campaign has 
proved no exception to tbe rule. 

One, a Cossack girl, went aa a 
tTooper with tbe full knowledge and 
permission of the immediate authori¬ 
ties. hut most of tho amazons gtt 
there la dis guis e, many to be n *r 
their husbands, and soma rrom sheer 
love of adventure. 

The Cossack girl above mentioned 
had long distinguished herself In the 
special martial exercises practised by 
Cossacks, and could beat most men 
of her age at feats of horsemanship 
and sword play. Her name is Helen 
Choba, and abe belongs to the Kuban 
Cossacks. 

A colonel's daughter. Tomlloff- 
akaja by name, distinguished herself 
on tbe East Prussian front in the 
Augustowo aeries of fights. Like c!l 
women a( the front, ahe dernied the 
ordinary soldier's uniform, which she 
wore so naturally that ahe passed 
quite unnoticed among the men. 

Those who go with their officer 
husbands' connivance usually adopt 
the uniform of an ensign of reaervea 
Tomlloffskaya waa bit on several 
occasions, but her wounds being 
alight, ahe remained on duty. She 
was once five days under fire with 
the men.' 

But ahe specially distinguished her¬ 
self a* a scout leader In the Augus¬ 
towo woods, where she had a squad 
of men under her own command.

S aa Intercepting a telegram from the 
erman commander, whenco It was 
ascertained that the Germau Inten¬ 
tion waa to attack the Russian cen¬ 
tre, and of course, it was foiled.

sometimes ten days at a time under 
artillery and rifle Ora without being 
Injured.

Tbs French general with 
whom I had gone to thi front, went 
up *o the wounded Prussian and told 
him ha need not worry, aa he would 
ba taken etrtight to a hospital and 
looked after aa If ho were one of our 
own men. The Preaalan replied: 
We treat your wounded in exactly 
the sam4 way.* 

"It waa a curious rivalry under 
these conditions, for you could hear 
the wblsx of German sheila and th* 
shudierlag crack with which tb?y 
exploded, dealing out death and de¬ 
struction In the French trenches 
cloae by. Wo were In sight of a 
powerful French battery, which waa 
preparing to send 11a deadly messeng¬ 
ers into the Prussian ranks'a Uttle 
further on. 

"I marvelled that this exhibition 
of good-will among men who were 
sworn foes should be possible amid 
such surroundings, until my eyes 
happened to wander down a lane, 
where 1 saw a long row of wrffcgona, 
each marked with a great Red Croas. 
Then I knew who had taught these 
brave men tbe lesson of humanity 
that will gradually Rud surely over¬ 
throw tbe reign of hate. Chriat has 
not died In vain."

An Inky black night In a rather 
wild, open country. Line* of wag¬ 
gon* *tand In readiness to start. To 
each waggon there are attached a 
couple of hone*—city cab hones 
some of ’em. 

There le a bugle call; a number 
of men In the raggtesc khaki you 
could Imagine come from out of the 
dimness at the double. They line 
up before ti* waggons. an order <s 
shouted hoarsely * n d the men spring 
to the scan on tbe waggon* and 
away they go jolting and rattling 
ncroaa the tmnpled wasted corn ly¬ 
ing thick and dank on the sodden 
ground that three months ago was a 
yellowing cornfield. 

Tho waggon* contain bully beef, 
biscuits, apples, and cold tea In hot- 
tie*, and the drlvtra have got to de¬ 
liver It all aomehow to the soldiers 
In tho trenchea eleven mile* away. 
The men fight, sleep, eat. live, and 
die In the trenches, until the mo¬ 
ment comet for an advance or re¬ 
treat 

Fur. once entrenched In such a 
war aa tho present, there la no com¬ 
ing out day or night And getting 
thee# food yaggons to the trenches 
le perilous work, for the Germans 
do all they can to prevent the food 
waggone reaching our soldier*. 

The danger of what la called food- 
transport work la, of court*, far 
greater In some pieces than othera 
In soma places there may be shelter 
to be obtained, right up to the 
trenchea, end the waggon* are never 
aeen by the enemy, but In othera 
the waggons may have to reach the 
trenches by way of open and difficult 
ground, over whlqh headway can be 
made but slowly. Many a driver has 
perished, many a baggage waggon 
been destroyed, in each places. 

When the waggoas are within 
about four miles of the trenches the, 
German* try to locate them with 
searchlights, or fireballs, and then 
begin shelling them. 

They use fireballs now altogether 
for thla purpose. The fireball Is a 
sort of immense firework. When It 
bursts it turns Into a glaring ball of 
blue firs which bangs in the air 
throwing a brilliant light about the 
ground beneath It. and enabling tbe 
German gunners to get tbe exact

The prisoners were brought 
to the city for punishment, snd nine 
of them were led outside tbe city wall 
und shot on the execution ground.
